HOUSTON, Sept. 9.— Preparations are being made 
today by officials of the foot and mouth disease quaran­ 
tine district to destroy 80 head of cattle on the Molk 
Dairy Farm, between Park Place and Harrisburg, where a 
new outbreak of the disease has been found. 
As a re­ 
sult of the late outbreak, the quarantine area has been en­ 
larged and all roads in the restricted areas of Harris, Gal­ 
veston and Brazoria, except the Galveston- Houston High­ 
way will be closed nightly, beginning tomorrow.

thorities stated that more than 8,000 cattle have been kill­ 
ed in the eradication fight. 
Officers expect from 200 to 
400 more will be killed.

When you think of extraterritori­ 
ality, foreign concessions, the mix­ 
ed court and special rights of for 
eigners, do you wonder th at many 
Chinese 
distrust 
C h r i stianity? 
W esterners have brought the Gos­ 
pel to China. 
They teach altruism 
but practice 
imperialism. 
They 
claim to be friends, but there is 
always the m ilitary guard ready 
to strike for their self-protection. 
The foreign business

that year an entire new faculty 
wan on duty at the College. 
It 
wa« at this time that actual work 
began aa an agricultural and me­ 
chanical college. 
“But the pendulum had *wung 
to the opposite side and as is the 
custom in such case#, it swung 
too far, and so much stress was 
laid upon the agricultural and me­ 
chanical work that the scientific 
and cultural side was entirely neg­ 
lected, or practically so. 
In 1887 
the agricultural stations were es­ 
tablished and much interest devel 
oped in agriculture aa pertains to 
the College. 
Agricultural courses 
made great strides and the agr! 
culturai industry in Texas took on 
new life. 
“That created another interest­ 
ing situation. 
We find that be 
tween 
1895 and 
1900 that the 
agricultural 
and 
rn e c h a nical 
courses were given too much atter; 
tion and consequently the academ 
ic 
side 
neglected. 
The conte t 
grew so warm that finally the pub

school. 
It resulted in a mod if I 
cation of the curriculum and the 
pendulum became adjusted. Now 
since 1907 or 1908 there has come 
to be Introduced more of the cul 
tural courses in the agricultural 
and mechanical college. 
“The 
institution is now on 
higher plane than even before and 
is recognized a# a cultural school 
aa well as what is implied by it* 
name. 
It is one of the foremost 
institutions in the country today. 
“An interesting phase in con­ 
nection with the College is that at 
one time there were no entrance 
requirements except the ability to 
pay railroad fare to College .Ma 
tion. 
As a result of this the stun 
ards were low and much criticism 
heard, both in Texas and over th* 
country. 
That was much the case 
when Or. W. B. Bizzell came to th* 
institution and one of the first 
things he did was to put the en­ 
trance requirements on the proper 
basis.”
